ISEAMEN’S HEALTH 


Uncle Sam Will Take Good Care 
of His Merchant 
Crews. 


SUMMt’S KITTLE BU IES? 


Contains Passports to Good Health by 
Providing Free Hospital Treat- 
j 
ment Anywhere— Days of the 
I 
Dog’s Life Now History. 


J 
Washington.—Uncle Sam is getting 
more watchful of the health of his 
'merchant crews as the great American 
Ipeace-time fleet continues to grow. 
(The latest innovation of the United 
States shipping hoard in the “seaman’s 
.bottle,” which has now become oil*1 of 
the cherished possessions of hundreds 
iof American seamen. 
This little glass bottle, small enough 
|to be carried in tilt1 vest pocket, con­ 
ta in s passports to good health—prini- 
'ed forms which, when lilied o u t by a 
Chip's captain, will gain admit lance for 
the holder to any United Elates ma­ 
rine hospital or relief s t a t i o n of the 
public health service in every impor­ 
tant port in the United S t a l e s . 
On a 
d’oreign voyage the application will pro­ 
vide the seaman with the best medical 
care, free of charge, on application to 
the United States consular officer. 
* At present the bottle is being pro­ 
vided only for men who have been 
trained for a sea career by the recruit­ 
ing service of the shipping bourd, hut 
I* the opinion 
of Surgeon General 
Blue every American seaman should 
have one. 
It is in port that tim new “seaman’s 
bottle,” which was originated by Dr. 
Louis W. Croke, medical director of 
the shipping board recruiting service, 
plays its chief part. A seaman in need 
of medical attention has merely to dig 
the bottle <Mit of his kit. bring the 
jointed form lo his skipper to he filled 
ant and then go ashore to the nearest 
federal official. 
Free Hospital Care. 
The label which hears the imprint of 
the board’s recruiting service informs 
the seafarer that he is entitled to free 
hospital cure no matter what his sta­ 
tion aboard ship. The term “seamen,” 
it says, means not only the men who 
are employed on deck hut persons em­ 
ployed on board in the care, preserva­ 
tion or navigation of the ship, and it 
even includes those who are in tin* 
service, on board, of those engaged in 
auth care, preservation or navigation. 
When discharged by the medical au­ 
thorities 
the 
American 
seaman 
is 
gh’en free passage to the port from 
which lie originally signed, unless the 
articles provide for discharge else­ 
where, or if in a foreign port to some 
port in the United States. 
He must 
nerve on board tin* ship on which hi* 
passage has been arranged iif possible. 
The “seaman's bottle” not only will 
Impress upon Americans who are going 
to sea the privileges to which they are 
entitled 
as seamen of 
the 
United 
States but will preserve the certificate 
ami keep it clean. 
Years ago. in the days of the clipper 
ship, and even since that time, the sick 
or disabled American sailor at sea or 
in a foreign port had no resource but 
the charily of his captain or ship­ 
mates. 
Old-time skippers generally 
prescribed and supplied a blue pill and 
the crews were not burdened with 
funds to lend. , 
Harrowing tales have been told of 
those dark days of the merchant ma­ 
rine, of men forced to lie for weeks 
in cramped, foul-smelling forecastles, 
Often beset by rats and without proper 
food, light, air or clothing. 
If the man lived until 
the ship 
reached port some sort of care might 
be provided for him. bur hundreds 
died, were buried at sea; their togs 
were sold and I hey were soon forgot­ 
ten. 
Must Carry Medicines. 
But the days when the life of a sail­ 
or was a dog’s life at best are now his­ 
tory. 
Every vessel flying tin* Ameri­ 
can flag and engaged on long voyages 
is required to larry a chest of medi­ 
cines .suitable for the treatment of 
common ailments arui injuries. 
Fail­ 
ure to comply with this law subjects 
the master or owners of tin* vessel to 
a heavy line. 
Scurvy, that scourge of the old days. 
has practically disappeared from the 
American mercantile marine because 
af the liberal supplies of lime or lemon 
Juice, sugar and vinegar that are now 
required to he carried on every ship 
tm a long voyage and to be given dally 
to the crew within ten days after salt 
provisions have been chiefly served to 
them. In the days of yore “salt junk” 
was the main item on every foc’sle bill 
of fare. 
This food, consigned to the 
vessel in barrels, was generally stowed 
below as ballast and sometimes re­ 
mained there for a long time before 
being requisitioned for tin crew. Thin 
diet, with I he lack of fresh vegetables, 
caused scurvy. 
Adequate hospital facilities aboard 
ship also are provided. 
Tho law re­ 
quires that in addition to the space al­ 
lotted for lodgings, which must he 
roomy and well ventilated, all mer­ 
chant vessels of the United States, 
which 
ordinarily make 
voyages of 
inure than three days’ duration be­ 
tween ports and which carry more 
than twelve seamen, shall have a «uL-j 
obis hospital compartment with at 
least one comfortable bonk for every 
solve seamen aboard.

YANK SOLDIERS 
ROBBED BY FOE 


Men Captured at Seicheprey Tell 
of Harsh Treatment by 
the Huns. 


DEFUSED TI BE BIOtlEDS 


Attempt Later Made to Effect Recon­ 
ciliation Spurned by Americans— 
Corporal Who Refused to Work 
Hurled Down Mine Shaft. 


London.—“ When they took os pris­ 
on* rs they held revolvers to our heads 
and made us give them our shoes, but 
w hen the armistice carne and we were 
set free a socialist leader made a 
speech to us, saying: 
‘We are now 
brothers.’ ” 
This was what American soldiers 
who returned to London from Ger­ 
many—the first to reach here after the 
signing of the arm istice—had to say 
about the change in the attitude of 
their captors from the time they had 
fallen into German hands in April un­ 
til they were released on 
Novem­ 
ber 12 
“ Wh rn we were captured at Seiche­ 
prey,” said 
Private , James E. I’ito- 
chelli of Providence, “the Herman sol­ 
diers beld pistols to the heads of some 
of us and demanded our shoes. 
I 
managed to hang on to mine, but oth­ 
ers weren’t so lucky. 
They had to 
walk barefooted through 
No Man's 
Land, 
cutting their 
feet 
badly 
on 
barbed wire or pieces of shell. All of 
us had to walk .‘IO miles to the rear, 
where wooden shoes were given us 
and no one was permitted to keep his 
boots. 
They told us—one general did 
—that they had attacked to get prison­ 
ers. but the next time they attacked 
the One Hundred and Second they 
would take no prisoners, because they 
had fought too fiercely.” 
This was corroborated by Private 
Frank Burler of New Haven. 
Prisoners Exhibited. 
The 
Americans 
were 
eventually 
taken to Friedrichafeldt, and no op­ 
portunity was missed to show the 
American prisoners to tho populace, 
for they were among the earliest to 
be taken. 
Thest 
Americans were taken to a 
camp 
where 
there 
were 
prisoners 
from all the other allied countries, and 
though 
there afterward 
seemed 
to 
be an attempt to single out Ameri­ 
cans for better treatment, according 
to the returned men now here, they 
fared much the same -as the others 
during the earlier part of their im­ 
prisonment. 
Until their own food 
parcels began to arrive they got con­ 
siderable food from the generous Brit­ 
ish. anti other allied compatriots. 
Mor* than 20 were detailed to work 
in coal ami salt mines, and one man. 
Corporal Lueien, who, it was said, re­ 
fused to work in a mine when ordered 
to do so, was marched off to the pit 
head and given another chance to de­ 
ride what he would do by the two 
Prussian 
guards 
who 
had 
him 
in 
charge. 
When he again stoutly re­ 
ft.sad. saying he was not required, as 
an under officer, to do so, ho was 
thrown down the shaft and killed. 
The burial was witnessed, his com­ 
rades said, by a British sailor, who 
told about it on the following day. 
Eventually 
the 
Americans 
were 
taken to the prison camp at Opladen. 
,For their work they got six cents a 
day. 
Armistice Starts Riot. 
fin November 9 they learned of the 
armistice. On that day riots were pre­ 
cipitated in the town in which the 
Aim rieans were stationed, and ma­ 
rines had been hurried up to quell the 
disorders. 
On 
November 
l l 
word 
came that 
the armistice 
signed 
and 
thai 
all 
flu 
were now free. 
It was arranged shortly 
that they were to be sent 
for transportation to 
England with 
Englisn prisoners. 
The men were per­ 
mitted to go through the town at will, 
and the ran)pie, as well as their for­ 
mer guards, were anxious to frater­ 
nize. but got short shrift from the re­ 
leased men. 
A German who styled himself as an 
international Socialist, went to the 
camp to tell the prisoners how glad 
he was that the war was over. 
“We 
are all brothers now,” he said with 
much gusto, hut this was too much 
to swallow after months of hard work, 
poor food aud overbearing treatment, 
and one of the prisoners greeted this 
exclamation with 
boos and groans. 
'The Socialist departed as disconso­ 
late as did Sir Roger Easement when 
la* ineffectually tried to curry the 
favor 
of 
Irish 
prisoners in other 
camps. 
An uneventful trip *to Holland en­ 
sued. and then the men were taken in 
charge by the British Bed Cross and 
w ent'to Hull along with British Tom­ 
mies who had been in the camp with 
them.
